William Tolle, who may properly be 
called the originator of the Old Settler*' 
Society of Lewis, Mason and Fleming 
counties, under whose guidance it was 
organized daring his presence at a re 
union of his family and friends at the 
residence of his brother A. Dud Tolle a 
few years ago, died at his home in Mt. 
Pleasant, Iowa, Thursday, September 
13th. 1804, at 9:80 p. m., aged 03 yean, 5 
months and 3 days. 

Mr. Tolle was born in Fleming countj. 
Ky., April 10th, f«01, and removed to 
Iowa in 1849. 

His first wife was Miss Sallie Ringo. 
whom be married February 13th. 1828. 
Four children— two sons and two daugh- 
ters— bleased this union. One son died 
a prisoner in the late war. The daugh 
ten survive-Mrs. W S. Grant of Ne- 
braska and Mrs. R. It.

The Ledokr has already noticed the 
arrest by the Postal authorities of W. H.

matters until their swindles have reached 
more than $100,000. 

They tried the game on a number of 
Mays ville merchants at various 
but their success here was limited, 

At one time they ordered a hundred 
guns from the Frank Owens Hardwar 
Co., several thousand fine "smokers 
from the Limestone Cigar Factory, float 
from the mills, whisky from the dis- 
tilleries, and great stacks of other goods 
that were never shipped, because our 
merchants were generally "onto" the 
scheme. 

More thnn a year ago the Postmaster is 
this city set the ball a rolling by forward 
ing to the proper authorities some of the 
letters received here, and it has culminated 
in the capture of a part of the worst 
gang that lias ever been organized for a 
campaign ot theft.

His connection with the swindlers 
does not appear to go beyond the fact 
that, when written to, he informed sev 
enl parties that he had frequently traded 
with Hall and that Hall had always paid 
his bills. 

Dameron is under bond, while Hall and 
Cooper are under lock and key, counting 
the distance and the day* that intervene 
between Covington and Sing Sing.

goods will not be affected during thi 
present autumn season. 

• Under the old law, which will remain 
in force until next January, the duty is 
60 per cent, ad valorem and 41 cents per 
ponnd weight. 

"Under the new law the duty will be 
50 per cent ad valorem. The reduction 
of duty, therefore, is 44 cents per pound 
weight. 

• The average weight of doub 
spriug woolens for men's wear Is sixteen 
ounces, and the reduced cost will be 44 
cents. The average weight of double- 
width full woolens for men's wear Is 
twenty-four ounce, and the Tednced cost 
will be tW cents. 

"In a general way, therefore, after 
January 1st next, our double-width f< 
eign spring goods of about sixteen 
ounces weight will be sold at say 50 
cents per yard less than now, and dou- 
ble-width foreign fall goods of about 
twenty-four ounces weight at 75 cents 
per yard less. Lighter weight goods 
will have less reduction and heavier 
weights will have more. 

"American goods, having been 
ready somewhat reduced in the last 
spring and the present fall seasons, will 
therefore not generally be subject to as 
much reduction as the foreign goods. 

"Foreign wool will be admitted free 
at once, but it will take several months 
to produce goods from such wool, and 
therefore there can be no redu 
foreign or domestic goods during the 
present season.

San Frakcisco, Sept. 25.— By the 
steamer Rio Janeiro, which arrived 
here from the orient Monday, news 
wu received of the escape of 2,000 
prisoners from Siberia. The men were 
employed in the construction of the 
Siberian railway, and had, as late de- 
velopments proved, been planning the 
escape for several months. 

Meager advices received at Yoko- 
hama concerning the break for liberty 
are that the men overpowered the sol- 
diers who were guarding them, and se- 
curing all the arms they could find 
they fled.

INFERIOR RIVETS 

8*ld to Haw Been Biases In Most All of the 
United states Vessels. 

Vai.lejo, Cal., Sept 25.— The U. S. 
gun boat Bennington has been docked 
at the Mare Island navy yard. Her 
hull has been scraped of all submarine 
growth and her condition passed upon 
by a Mval board of survey. Her hull 
has lieen found to be sadly in need of 
repairs, especially her keel, the riv- 
ets 1 herein having been found 
corroded and unsound. There are 
many of these bad rivets, and their 
presence has been a source of uneasi- 
ness to the officers of the Benningto 
for many months past. As the rive' 
rusted and corroded, moisture appeared 
in the double bottoms which the offi- 
cers could not account for. When the 
gunboat was docked and her hull 
scraped of the accumulation of barna- 
cles, it was found that moisture vu 
present on the interior along the keel 
and around the rivets. When the riv- 
ets were tried they were fount! in n 
state of decay, and crumbled and feU 
out at a blow of the hammer. As to 
the cause of these defects the ship Ut- 
ter said: "There is used by all con- 
tractors an inferior grade of rivet met- 
al in all government work. When a 
ship is in strong sea water the metal 
with the steel in the hull of a ship in- 
duces a galvanic action which eats 
away the rivets, leaving the water to 
penetrate into the double bottoms. 
The shoulder of the rivet is eaten away 
and the rivet is of no use." 

The Bennington will remain in the 
dry dock this week, as the ship-fitters 
and riveters will need that time to < 
plete their work, and in the meantime 
the painters will go over her hull.
